Summer break brings a 
continued seesaw battle 
over key executive positions

While most Sacramento State 
students enjoyed. a break over the 
summer, Associated Students 
underwent dramatic changes as yel- 
low slate board members were 
sworn back into office and Luke 
Wood stepped down as vice presi- 
dent of finance and was appointed 
vice president of academic affairs. 

Last semester the Election 
Complaints Committee disqualified 
all yellow slate board members 
elected into office, as the committee 
found them guilty of fabricating 
campaign receipts. The disqualified 
members appealed the committee’s 


decision and took it to the Appellate 
Council, a group that solves discrep- 
ancies over the election code. 

Kelly Hudnall, director of arts 
and letters, Jessica Gomez, director 
of business and public administra- 
tion, Lisa DeLaRue, director of 
social science and interdisciplinary 
studies, and Carley Grassinger, 
director of undeclared, were sworn 
back into office on August 12. 

ASI President Josh Wood said 
the reason the Appellate Council 
overturned the decision was 
because the wrong terminology was 
used when making the decision. 
Josh Wood said the committee stat- 
ed that the members were disquali- 
fied ona parpeary cre of evidence 


bers from office. 

“The Election Complaints 
Committee overturned the ruling 
not because the receipts were found 
not to be fraudulent, because they 
wete, but because they were let off 
on a technicality,’ ASI President 
Josh Wood said. 

Newly sworn in director of arts 
and letters Kelly Hudnall said she 


was glad the will of the students had | 


prevailed. 

“Tt was really disappointing to be 
disqualified after working so hard 
for my position. Myself and my 
teammates did nothing wrong, and I 
am just glad that that was proven by 
the Appellate Council,’ Hudnall 
said. 

Brandon Kline, the yellow slate 
candidate who ran for president, 
said that the Appellate ‘Council’s 
decision shows how blatantly 
biased the outcome of the Election 
Complaint Committee was.

When asked to comment on how 
many of these students are currently 
boarded in hotels; Jefferson 
Commons’ management refused to 
comment. The exact number of stu- 
dents in hotels is still unclear, but 
numerous buildings are clearly 


Some attempts are being made 
to reimburse those who have been 
handed broken promises, Residents 
who are in hotels are still responsi- 
ble for paying their regular month’s 


rent but given a weekly check for 
$140 a week. This money is meant 
to compensate for the many incon- 
veniences, but some hotel residents 
do not feel this is fair. 

“My mom’s front room in 
Southern California is loaded full of 
all my stuff. I thought I was going to 
bring it here but all I could bring is 
my clothes,” Sac State junior Sarah 
Castagnola said. “They only gave us 
a few days notice, too. Now my

In an effort to save money, Associated 
Students has combined the programs Green 
Thunder and Sting Team to form an unnamed 
group for new students this semester. 

Around 35 students have already signed 
up and ASI wants more to join as word gets 
out. 

Until this year, Green Thunder and Sting 
Team were separate programs made for stu- 
dents to get involved and make new friends. 
The programs helped students with their 
major and career plans for the future. 

“This new program doesn’t have a name 
yet,” said Jennifer Millsap, director of student 
life and services. “We want the students to 
name the group themselves. Leadership skills 
will be a main focus in the group.” 

Millsap started at Sacramento State as a 
member of the Sting Team and worked her 
way up to a director spot in ASI. 

Freshman students aren’t the only ones 
who can join. 

With the two groups now as one, transfer 
students will also be able to join and get 
involved in school. 

The Sting Team used to be for freshman 


only. It was a pre-picked group of students 
brought together to work one-on-one with the 


board of directors at ASI. Directors teamed up — 


with a first-year student to mentor them and 
prepare them for positions in ASI. 

The Sting Team went on retreats and held 
fund-raising events for the new students to get 
used to the college life and prepare for the 
future. 

Green Thunder was a group of students 
brought together for school spirit and to sup- 
port Sac State’s athletics. 

‘Athletics is not the only focus anymore,” 
Millsap said. “We’re trying to mesh the two 
groups together for more students to have an 
opportunity to get involved and show their 
school spirit.” 

The unnamed group was suggested last 
May and finally became official July 1, with 
the passing of ASI’s budget. 

“This new group was created to reduce 
spending,” said 

‘ASI spent $17,672 to support Sting Team 
and $40,500 to support Green Thunder for the 
2003-2004 school year. With the progrmas 


combined this year, ASI will spend $39,811. /

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University gives gold-medal

The 2004 Olympic Trials took place at 
Hornet Stadium for the second time in a row 
over the summer. The events attracted a large 
number of spectators and received national 
coverage. 

From July 9-18, Sacramento State met the 
needs of the athletes that are in Athens repre- 
senting the United States. The trials in 2000 
broke Olympic Trial records with a total of 
187,104 spectators. The 2004 trials had 
172,230 spectators over the eight-day period. 
Sacramento became the first city to host two 
consecutive Olympic Trials since Eugene, 


Ore., did so in 1972 thanks to the CSUS facil-. 


ities. 

“We appreciated the opportunity to hold 
our event here,”’ said Tom Surber, who is the 
media information manager of the Pacific 
Association of USA Track and Field. “The 
campus should be awarded by officials and 


‘the fans who attended because the facilities 


and services were outstanding.” 

The improvements made to Hornet 
Stadium in 2000, with the help of Alex G. 
Spanos and the nonprofit organization 
Sacramento Region Sports Education 
Foundation, helped keep the trials in

‘performance during Trials 


Sacramento for the past eight years. 

These improvements included a new prac- 
tice track, electrical and lighting upgrades and 
a new scoreboard. 

“The money put into the 2000 improve- 
ments created a $200,000 loss but we are sure 
that the revenue made in 2004 made up for 
it,” said Mike McGrane, the finance director 
for the Sacramento Region Sports Education 
Foundation. 

The events were broadcast nationwide on 
both NBC and USA networks. Athletic direc- 


‘tor for admissions Bill Macriss enjoyed 


attending to all the members of the media. 

“There were 1,200 media members that 
came to the event that we had to have work 
spaces for and interview tents,” Macriss said. 
“Tt’s been neat watching American athletes 
running across our track while the universi- . 
ty’s name is being shown on national televi- - 
sion.” 

About 2,000 volunteers worked at the sta- 
dium, hotels and the airport. 

“About 90 percent of the volunteers were 
Californians but there were others from such 
states as Florida and Connecticut,” said Pam 
Hubbard, director of volunteers and commu- 
nity outreach for the Sacramento Sports.

Md. - While his biochemistry class- 
mates groan about the high prices of 
their required books, Nam Pho éan 
smile knowing he saved more than 
$120 by buying his textbooks 
online. 

The: University of Maryland 
freshman biochemistry major began 
searching online bookstores two 
weeks ago to find alternatives to the 
prices listed by the University Book 
Center. He searched eBay and 
Barnes & Noble’s Web sites and 
finally found what he was looking 
for. 

“JT just got brand new books at 
the used book price — including 
shipping and handling,” Pho said. 


He found his $130 biology book for 


about $50 and saved more than $30 
on his chemistry book. | 
According to a survey released 
by www.Survey.com and commis- 
sioned by eBay, more than 60 per- 
cent of students spend between 
$300 and $600 a semester on text- 
books. These high prices are send- 


ing students scrambling for alterna- 


tives. 

The survey, released in June, 
found that Pho is not the only one 
using the Internet to find cheaper 
books — nearly half of college stu- 
dents have turned to buying books 
online. 

With one book sold every 38 
seconds on eBay, Internet sites are 
fast becoming a viable alternative 
for money-conscious students. Even 
with the inconveniences of shipping 
and no-return policies, students are 
drawn to these sites because of their 
low prices and high availability. 

Bookholders.com is also a popu- 
lar Web site for students in search of 
cheaper books. Former student John 
Verde opened the store with his: 
brother four years ago after becom- 
ing fed up with the high price of 
books. 

Instead of selling their books 
back to the UM Book Center or the 
University Book Exchange, stu- 
dents can sell their used books at 
Bookholders for immediate cash, or 
receive a check when their books 
are purchased. 

‘Every semester, we double in 
sales and the amount of books we 
get in,” said Joseph Verde, co-owner

Ankeney’s — 43 percent of those 
questioned avoided buying a 
required book because of its high 
price. 

“‘T went as far as photocopying a 
lab book because it was so expen- 
sive, and split the cost,’ said junior 
biology major David Nguyen. 

While many may opt to do with- 
out a book, others have resorted to 
using outdated or international edi- 
tions of their books. | 

Verde said students who buy 
outdated editions of books from his 
store feel they can get by in the class 
with the old book, as well as save 
money.

Sacramento State President 
Alexander Gonzalez’s address on 
Thursday in the University 
Ballroom was filled with praise for 
faculty and staff members, and 
called everyone at Sac State to “live 
up to their potential” in order to suc- 
ceed and create an ideal “flagship” 
campus. 


Students will see plenty of 


changes, Gonzalez said. 

In the 24-minute speech, before 
a packed hall, Gonzalez said that 
“Destination 2010,” which includes 
a new recreation and wellness cen- 
ter, or RWEC, is ambitious and peo- 
ple will have to work hard in order 
to accomplish the goal of having 
Sac State be tops in the CSU SyS- 
tem. 

“Tt is the most exciting thing, 
almost campus wise, and certainly 
athletically that has happened in 50 
years,’ Athletic Director Terry 
Wanless said. 

‘I thought it was very positive,” 
said Charlotte Cook, director of the 
office of community collaborations. 
‘He set the bar high for the coming 
year.” 

The second-year university pres- 
ident said that Sac State has made 
progress since he arrived, despite 
difficult budget cuts, which didn’t 
hit the CSU system as hard as” 


expected. 

Furthermore, Gonzalez said 
many physical changes are expect- 
ed to develop this upcoming year 
alone, including construction on a 
new parking structure in late 
December, and completion of an 
academic information research cen- 
ter by early spring. 

With plans to build new student 
residence halls in about two years, 
the current number of 1,100 stu- 
dents who reside on campus would 
leap up to 5,000 residential students, 
Gonzalez said. 

Also, a California Youth 
Authority facility that is no longer in 
use, along with 

23 acres, might be acquired, 
Gonzalez said. | 

Initially, the new land near 
Folsom Boulevard will be used for 
parking, but the ultimate plan is to 
build a “university village” for fac- 
ulty and staff, including a daycare 
center. It'cotilld disée ‘be mised: as ay? 
recruiting tool, Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez also said that 4 new 
space and science center is prepar- 
ing to develop, but lacks sufficient 
funding. A new bookstore is in the 
works, and the River Front Center 
will expand with additional food 
joints. The CSUS Foundation is also 
planning to build a new restaurant 
with a river view near West Guy 
Bridge. | 

‘The new / buildings are hot the 


entire picture, though, Cook said. 
She said that she also appreciated 
Gonzalez’s recognition and com- 
mitment of improving academics, 
student life on campus and commu- 
nity support. 

“I want to help you build your 
academic programs, to do your jobs 
better,” Gonzalez said, ashe 
addressed mostly faculty and staff 
members. 

Gonzalez said that it’s up to ‘staff 
to help engender an excellent educa- 
tional experience for students, 
which is the essence of “Destination 
2010”. 

“My administration is focused 
on leading and on cheerleading,” 
Gonzalez said.

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West Nile virus threatens California The silence of |

(U-WIRE) SAN DIEGO - A man in his 50s has tested positive for West 
Nile virus, becoming the first case of the viral disease in San Diego County. 

According to an article in The San Diego Union-Tribune, Deputy 
County Health Officer Wilma Wooten said he was admitted to a pel last 
Tuesday. 

According to the Web site for the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, www.cdc.gov, 361 cases of West Nile virus have been reported 
to the CDC in 2004. Four deaths in the United States have been attributed 
to the West Nile virus this year. There have been two deaths in Arizona this 
year resulting from the virus, as well as one death each in Texas, Iowa and 
California. 

As of Aug, 27, there have been 234 cases of West Nile virus cases in 
California as reported to the CDC. 

Beginning symptoms of the West Nile virus are generally mild and can 
include headache, fever, aches, skin rash and swollen lymph glands, accord- 
ing to the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases’ Web site, 
www.niaid.nih.gov. The virus can prove fatal if it causes encephalitis or 
meningitis. Encephalitis is the inflammation of the brain and meningitis is 
the inflammation of the lining of the brain and spinakcord. 

Only about one in 150 people develop serious symptoms of West Nile 
virus, which can include coma, convulsions, muscle weakness, numbness 
and paralysis and other neurological effects, according to the CDC. The 
highest risk for developing these symptoms is among people older than 50. 
The CDC reports that about 80 percent of people who contract West. Nile 
virus will not exhibit any symptoms. 

West Nile virus is transmitted from birds, which are the hosts of the virus, 
to mosquitoes. According to the CDC’s Web site, mosquitoes become the 
vectors, or carriers, of the virus when adult mosquito blood feeding occurs. 
Mosquito vectors, which carry the virus on their eailyary glands, also infect 
birds through this process. 

There are currently no drugs or vaccines to treat West Nile virus. 
However, in 1999, the NIAID began funding a project to develop a West 
Nile virus vaccine, according to its Web site. The West Nile virus vaccine is 
being developed as a chimeric virus. 

‘A lot of viruses have been used to carry proteins and antigens, i biology 
professor Jacques Perrault said. “Any virus you can engineer — that is, go 
into the virus genome and remove a gene or add a gene or modify a gene 
such that it looks like something else — that virus is known as a chimeric

According-to a press release from the NIAID, scientists are creating the 
chimeric virus by replacing the outer she]l, or surface proteins of the dengue 
4 virus, with proteins from West Nile virus. The dengue 4 virus is an exper- 
imental vaccine that is being used as a backbone for a West Nile virus vac- 
cine. | 

Perrault said when a virus enters an organism’s immune system, it’s 
going to react to what it sees on the surface, but the core virus doesn’t 
change. It is-still a dengue virus infection, not a West Nile virus infection, he 
said. 

“The gain from it is that the dengue virus is a vaccine that has been used 
before, so tests should be ‘relatively quick,” Perrault said. “It should express 
its surface antigen of West Nile virus, and that should give you full i immu- 
nity responses to West Nile virus.’ 

The press release’ stated 12 Ea were tested with the dengue 4 virus 
and developed high levels of West Nile antibodies. The West Nile virus itself 
was not detected in the monkeys. 

Scientists for the NIAID plan to begin Phase I human trials after being 


approved by the Food and Drug Administration. 


“It’s a very promising vaccine,” Perrault said. “It would still have to go 
through human testing. 

“Tt may take a little while, but it’s more than likely an accelerated sched- 
ule, so it could be that just in two or three years you’ll have this vaccine up 


_in production and distribution, because we know West Nile virus is not 


going to go away.” 

Ways for people to protect themselves from the West Nile virus include 
using insect repellents containing DEET, wearing long sleeves and pants if 
outdoors at dusk and dawn and getting rid. of mosquito-breeding sites by 
emptying standing water.and replacing water in pet dishes and bird baths, 
according the CDC. 

Chemistry: senior Tatoum Dunn said that there is a pond at a recreation 
center where she lives that could be a potential breeding site for mosquitoes. 
She said she uses insect repellent on a regular basis, but did not know about 
DEET. | 
Liberal studies junior Gaby Carmona said she knew that a low percent- 
age of people get serious symptoms of West Nile virus and that the majori- 
ty don’t show symptoms at all. 

She said her decision to use insect repellant is based on where she is. 

“It depends on where it can grow,’’ Carmona said. “I don’t use repellant 
if I am around the house.” 

Most insect repellents are labeled as containing DEET and should be 
applied whenever going outdoors.

online. 

Part art, part science, the roommate-selection process 
will have a major impact on the lives of the hundreds of 
thousands of new college students due to arrive on cam- 
pus in the coming weeks. For many, it will be their first 
time living with a stranger, and the stakes are high. If a 
blind date doesn’t fly, the pair can part ways forever. But 
when freshman roommates don’t get along, they may be 
stuck cheek by jowl for nine months.

“If you want to go to bed and they’re staying up 
clicking on their keys, instant-messaging ... it’s going to 
make to make your college experience miserable,” said 
Stephanie Polak, associate director of residencé life of 
Rider University in Lawrenceville, N.J.

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“Optimus magister bonus liber,” goes the old 
Latin adage: “The best teacher is a good book.” 
For generations of modern-day Latin students, 
that book has been ““Wheelock’s Latin.” 

As the latest generation of students buy their 
Wheelocks in the coming weeks, they will dis- 
cover a textbook that looks very different from 
the original, densely packed tome Professor 
Frederic Wheelock sketched out a half-century 
ago. There are photographs, maps and eye-pleas- 
ing layouts. Exercises reflect the latest pedagogi- 
cal theory. Readings feature fewer battlefield dis- 
patches and more emphasis on women and 
everyday life, There is even a dirty poem by 
Catullus. 

Wheelock’s also has a Web site, e-mail dis- 
cussion groups and, soon, online audio record- 
ings. | 

“The times, they are a-changing,’ says 
Richard LaFleur, the University of Georgia clas- 
sicist who took over the editorship of the series in 
the mid-1990s following Wheelock’s 1987 death. 
‘We want to keep up with the changes.” 

Latin hasn’t changed for 2,000 years. And 
where publishers see essential updates, critics of 
high textbook prices often wonder if new editions 
aren’t just a ploy to raise prices. 

Critics say they understand why biology and 
accounting textbooks need frequent updating, by 
why algebra or ancient languages? 

Unnecessary updates are “one of the biggest 
driving factors behind the high costs of text- 
books,” says Merriah Fairchild, higher education 
advocate at the California. Public Interest 
Research Group. 

LaFleur says that many textbooks are updated 
too frequently, but that even Latin needs a fresh 
coat of paint sometimes. He and Wheelock’s 
family say they have put out a new version about

every five years, and pressed Harper Collins to 
keep the series affordable. 

Textbook prices are a hot topic on college 
campuses and have prompted hearings on Capitol 
Hill..In January, a CALPIRG report found 


University of California students could expect to 


pay $898 per year for textbooks, up from $642 in 
1996-97. The average price per new textbook 
was over $100. Three-quarters of faculty mem- 
bers surveyed believed new editions were usual- 
ly unnecessary. 

Publishers blame an unusual marketplace 
where they have just one year to earn back their 
investment; after that, students buy used copies 
and the publishers get nothing. That encourages 
frequent new editions. 

“The basic business model is broken,” says Al 
Greco, a Fordham University professor who fol- 
lows the industry at the Book Industry Study 
Group. Greco doesn’t believe publishers are 
price-gouging . Still, he concedes: “You could 
question whether there’s a need to revise the cal- 
culus book, the U.S. history book, the Latin book 
every three years.” 

Revise they do. Even the death of an author 
may not derail a series. Anthony F. Janson took 
over the “History of Art” series after his father 
died in 1982. (The revised sixth edition, featuring 
more emphasis on religious art in the late 
Renaissance, was retailing for $95 this week in a 
downtown Boston bookstore). A rival, “Art 
Through the Ages” still carries author Helen 
Gardner’s name on its 11th edition, 60 years after 
her death, and was retailing for $108.95, with 
CD-ROM, on Amazon.com. 

While art books require expensive-to-print, 
color images, critics say that isn’t true for other 
subjects. Calpirg has criticized frequent updates 
in calculus, a subject little-changed since 
Gottfried Wilhelm Leibniz and Sir Isaac Newton 
invented it in the 17th century. 

In Wheelock’s case, Harper Collins bought

the title after the namesake’s death and put out a 
fourth edition based on notes he left. LaFleur got 
involved by pointing out errors in that edition. 
Eventually, he and the family discussed his taking 
over the project. 

‘He had the right feeling about my » fattier the 
respect, the allegiance to my father that was 
music to our ears,” daughter Deborah Wheelock 
Taylor says. 

LaFleur and the family insist the textbook has 
always been a labor of love, and affordability a 
priority. New versions contain pictures, but they 
are black-and-white. Harper Collins essentially 
publishes Wheelock’s as a trade book, which 
means cheaper paper. Wheelock’s has a Web site 
but is not bundled with expensive CD-ROMs. 

“Tt’s not bells and whistles,” says Greg Chaput 
of publisher Harper Collins. “It’s s Just solid, great 
information, beautifully written.” 

The basic, paperback version, the most popu- 
lar introductory college Latin text, costs just 
$20.95. A supplementary reader is $19 and a 
workbook $17. Prices will probably rise a few 
dollars with a revised sixth edition due out next 
year, and a still-more-expensive hardcover is in 
the works, targeting high schools. But Harper 
Collins insists it will be reasonably priced. 

Calpirg’s Fairchild, though not familiar with 
the Wheelock’s series, says Latin “sounds like a 
good example of a subject that doesn’t need 
much updating.” But she adds: “Any publisher 
who is consciously trying to keep the costs of pro- 
duction low so they can pass on the savings to 
students is doing the students a favor.” 

The book sells about 30,000 copies a year. 

‘Tt’s a small fraction of my income,” says 
LaFleur, who fell in love with Roman culture 
watching “Ben Hur’ as a boy and drops words 
like “errata” into everyday conversation. “We're 
not in it for the sales. If people wanted to make 
money, they wouldn’t plan on becoming Latin 
teachers.” 
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develop,”’ Wescott said. “If they do, 
that’s a bonus. What we’re looking 
for is them to be able to communi- 
cate their needs and frustrations.” 

At Baker University in Baldwin 
City, Kan., associate dean Nancy 
Richard, a 24-year veteran of room- 
mate matching, tries to pair local 
students with those from farther 
away. She hopes the far-away stu- 
dents will get invited to spend time 
on weekends with their roommates’ 
families. Rider does the opposite. It 
worries that when local students go 
home on weekends, the roommates 
would be left alone. 

Some colleges have lost faith in 
their matchmaking skills. Many say 
students often fill out housing forms 
with their parents hovering nearby, 


so questions about smoking and_ 


drinking are not necessarily accu- 
rate. Besides, students can change a 
lot when they get to college. 

A handful of schools, including 
the University of Utah, have handed 
the responsibility over to the stu- 
dents themselves, who can pick 
roommates after viewing anony- 
mous online profiles. The school 
says requests for roommate changes 
have fallen about 40 percent. 

The old, paper-based system 
didn’t work for Utah student Jaimes 
Myers when he arrived on campus 
two years ago. 

‘We were hard-pressed to keep a 
friendship or even a_ respect 
between us just because there was- 
n’t a lot in common,” he said. But

last year, with the new system, not 
one of the 36 freshmen he oversaw 
as a resident adviser had a room- 
mate problem. 

“You could see a specific per- 
sonality type in each room,” he said. 
“Tt seemed like the roommates were 
friends before.” 

‘Jack Lewis, now a sophomore 
who used the system last year, said 
his match turned out much better 
than expected. 

Some schools like the idea of 
leaving things to chance. They say 
college should be about meeting 
different kinds of people, and they 
don’t want students to live with a 
clone. 

‘We would argue that part of the 
experience of coming to Michigan 
is facilitating diverse experiences,” 
said Alan Levy, director of public 
affairs for university housing at the 
University of Michigan, which sep- 
arates smokers from non-smokers 
but otherwise doesn’t ask lifestyle 
questions. “We think roommates 
can be a significant part of that.” 

The colleges that try to play it 
safe figure students will have plenty 
of opportunity to meet different 
kinds of people. Forcing them to 
live together is a recipe for trouble. 

‘Tf I married someone like me 
we’d be divorced in eight months,” 
said Sheryl Fleury, who makes 
housing assignments at St. 
Michael’s College in Colchester, Vt. 
But “‘in this job you have to assume 
people want to live with someone 
similar.” 
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Republican Convention offers Schwarzenegger national stage, risks

NEW YORK California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger has much to offer President Bush and 
the GOP when he appears at this week’s Republican 
convention, from unmatched star power to moderate 
politics that appeals to voters outside the Republican 
base," 

Schwarzenegger also stands to gain some political 
gravitas and a debt of gratitude from the party that could 
pay dividends for California. 

But there are risks on both sides. Schwarzenegger 
could tarnish his bipartisan image by aligning himself 
with a president and party that are unpopular in his home 
state, while Bush risks getting overshadowed by a one- 
of-a-kind star who doesn’t always stick to the script. 

“It’s a challenge to write a speech for 
Schwarzenegger because his real strength and charisma 


- comes as the political outsider fighting the demons, 


fighting the dragons,” said Barbara O’Connor, director 
of the Institute for the Study of Politics and the Media at 
California State University, Sacramento. “And he can’t 
fight the dragons there. He has to support the dragons.” 

Schwarzenegger will speak Tuesday during prime- 
time, a plum spot that guarantees live coverage on net-

work television. Aides said he will give a personal, 15- 
to 20-minute speech about his evolution from Austrian 
bodybuilder to Hollywood movie star to Republican 
governor, and that he’ll be effusive in his support for 
Bush. 

“He doesn’t want to send them a particular message 
other than to share what he’s shared with voters in 
California as to why he’s a Republican, and to give a 
personal story of why, he’s chosen to be in the 
Republican Party,” said spokesman Rob Stutzman. 

Stutzman said the White House didn’t vet the 
speech, but “I believe they’re very pleased, as are we _ 
looking forward to this being a real landmark event in 
the governor’s young political career.”

ers recalled Democratic Gov. Gray Davis. He has 
remained wildly popular even as bruising battles with 
the majority-Democrat legislature saw him break his 
promise to deliver an on-time state budget. 

Now he has a chance to position himself as a nation- 
al political leader _ though the one topic he almost cer- 
tainly won’t discuss is whether he himself might one 


day run for president. That would require amending the . 


Constitution to allow foreign-born citizens to be presi- 
dent, which Schwarzenegger is on record supporting. 
“What he gets out of it, I think, is a chance to show 
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that he’s done this on more than just a whim, at least to 


_show the rest of the country,” said convention delegate 


Mark Leyes, a city councilman in Garden Grove, Calif. 
“That he can do it with a good nature and good sense of 
humor as well, but that he’s as serious a politician as 
anybody.” 

But Schwarzenegger must proceed carefully in 
declaring his support for Bush, since he, and most vot- 
ers in Democrat-leaning California, differ with the pres- 


ident on issues from gay marriage to oil drilling. 


Schwarzenegger’s approval rating stood at 65 percent in 
California in a poll this month, while Bush’s was 40 per- 
cent. 

So far, Schwarzenegger’s embrace of Bush’s re-elec- 
tion effort has been cautious. They’ ve appeared togeth- 
er in the state but the governor has sent mixed signals 
about campaigning outside California for Bush. GOP 
leaders insist Schwarzenegger runs no risk by appearing 
for Bush, but some party activists see it differently. 

“He’s going to do the right thing for the president, 


but he has everything to lose and nothing to gain,” said 


convention delegate Mark Leggio, a Southern 
California auto dealer. “He can be characterized as a 
Republican, a far-right extremist, a pro-Bush guy. 
There’s so much Bush hatred out there.” 


Most analysts expect Schwarzenegger to ignore - 
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areas of difference with the president, and instead focus 


on Bush’s leadership qualities as well as his own person- 


al story. GOP leaders hope Schwarzenegger can use the 
huge television audience he’s certain to attract to sway 
fence-sitting voters with his optimistic, moderate i imag 2 
and immigrant success tale. 

“His own life story is representative of what tie 
Republican Party stands for, namely the ability for an 
immigrant to legally come to this country with little and 
succeed,” said Gerry Parsky, chairman of the Bush- 
Cheney campaign in California and of California’s con- 
vention delegation. 

Schwarzenegger will also use his time in New York 
to visit an after-school program in Harlem, hobnob with 
donors, and make a red-carpet entrance to a lunch at 
Planet Hollywood. But analysts cautioned that, while 
it’s hard to overshadow a president at his own conven- 
tion, the governor who loves the spotlight must use it, 
this time, to promote somebody else. 

“The question for his speech, as for any speaker, is 
what’s the sound bite going to be. And ifI were the Bush 
folks, I’d want the sound bite to be about George W. 
Bush, not about Amold Schwarzenegger,” said Arnold 
Steinberg, a Los Angeles GOP strategist. “I think that he 
has to rise above his superstar status and his charismat- 
ic political style so that he is seen also as a team player.”

to vote in college towns 
Lawsuits filed challenge many state’s 
laws concerning voter registration

CHICAGO - Young Han tried to register to vote in 
the New York town where he attends college but got a 
letter telling him to cast an absentee ballot where his par- 
ents live, more than 2,000 miles away. In Virginia, 


Luther Lowe and Serene. Alami were told much the 


same - their campus addresses at the College of William 
& Mary were deemed “temporary.” | 
With so much emphasis on getting young people to 
the polls this election, the issue of where college stu- 
dents can register to vote is getting more attention. And 
some students - who believe they should have the right 
to vote where they live most of the year - are getting 
organized. 
“We plan to push this issue,’ says Han, a 21-year old 


junior at Hamilton College in Clinton, N.Y., who’s orig- 


inally from a Seattle suburb. “Students are being disen- 
franchised.” 

Han spent the summer interning in Washington, 
D.C., where he met Lowe and other students who share 
his cause. They formed the grass-roots Student Voting 
Rights Campaign: 

Now the group is calling for a “day of action” on 
Sept. 23, urging students to register en masse. 

Students in some states will find they have no prob- 
lem, say researchers at the Institute for Public Affairs 
and Civic Engagement at Salisbury University -in 
Maryland. They’ve found that, in recent years, more 
states have loosened voting restrictions on college stu- 
dents. | | 

There are always exceptions, especially in smaller 
towns. | 

“Local politicians are very unsure about students,” 
says Michael O’ Loughlin, a political science professor 
at Salisbury. “They enjoy having students pay (sales) 
taxes and contribute to the economy. But they are wary 


.of how students could influence politics at a local level.” 


Ultimately, O’Loughlin and fellow researchers have 
found that students who attend college in states that 
force or “encourage’’ them to vote absentee are less like- 
ly to vote. | 

David Andrews, general voter registrar in 
Williamsburg, Va., says that’s why he goes out of his 
way to help William & Mary students navigate the 
absentee process. He says he assisted about 2,000 vote 
absentee in the 2002 election. 

Virginia laws “‘rules that apply to everyone,” he says 
make it unlikely that he’ll let students register in his 
town. 

At issue, he says, is the fact that dorms are consid- 


-+| ered temporary addresses, “‘like a hotel room or a time 
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share.” So when he gets a voter registration form with a 
campus address on it, he poses more questions to the 
applicant: What is the address on your driver’s license? 
Where is your car registered? 

If Williamsburg isn’t the answer, the student proba- 
bly won’t be allowed to register there. 

Some William & Mary students think that’s unfair. 
They’ ve filed a federal lawsuit demanding the right to 
vote in their college town and to run for city council. 

They say students deserve to have a voice in local 
issues that directly affect them - housing ordinances, for 
instance. 

“Tt makes no sense for me to vote in a city election 
where my parents live,” says Lowe, a 22-year-old sen- 
ior who is represented in the lawsuit. “I live in 
Williamsburg nine months out of the year.” 

There have been students who’ ve overcome voting 
registration barriers. 

Students at Prairie View A&M University in Texas 
won the right to vote in their county after settling a law- 
suit of their own. 

And in Oneida County, N.Y., attention brought by 
Han and other students at Hamilton College prompted 
officials there to stop sending out letters that told stu- 
dents to vote absentee. Han plans to register there when 
he returns for fall term. | | 

Some students are challenging colleges and univer- 
sities ‘to provide ample voter registration materials to 
students. 

Others, including 20-year aid Eric Krassoi Peach, 
are working with such organizations as Rock the Vote. 

The sophomore at Hendrix College in Conway, Ark., 
has a goal of registering 1,000 students at his tiny 
school. 3 

‘*That’s a serious voting block,” says Krassoi Peach, 
founder of Hendrix Community of Informed Voters, 
which distributes ES and candidate information 
to students. 

Still others plan to vote absentee. They include 19- 
year-old Caitlin Davis, who attends Georgetown 
University but prefers to vote in her home state, 
California. 

Davis spokeswoman and resident “blogger” for the 
Web site “Register and Vote 2004” says her main goal 
is to get people her age to vote, one way or another. 

“A lot of people,” she says, “are unaware of just how 
easy it is.”

Students across country gather in Atlanta for 
‘summer school’ lesson in “Adult Swim’

ATLANTA - Talking meatballs and bumbling sea 
explorers may have made the Cartoon Network’s late- 
night cartoon lineup a monster hit among the young and 
hip. But some of its popularity is owed to a trendy corps 
of college students enlisted to market the network’s 
“Adult Swim” cartoons on campuses nationwide. 

They come from 30 campuses to the network’s 
Atlanta headquarters each August for some cartoon- 
marketing training before the start of their fall-semester 
classes. These students are culled for being business- 
savvy but not the typical khaki-wearing business stu- 
dent. 

Their job: Making cartoons cool for peers who like- 
ly had ignored them since elementary school and prob- 
ably associated Cartoon Network with baby-sitting, not 
TV nights at the frat house. 

Now, three years after they started, “Adult Swim” 
cartoons are often ranked No. | in their basic cable time 
period _ Saturdays through Thursdays, 11 p.m.-5 a.m. 
EDT _ among both adults aged 18-to-34 and men aged 
18-to-24. Shows such as “Aqua Teen Hunger Force” _ 
about a talking meatball, milkshake, and box of fries _ 
regularly beat network late-night comedy shows in the 
ratings among young people. 

Cartoon Network executives say the college market- 
ing program, mostly made up of sponsored drinking 
parties at hot college bars, had a significant hand in cre- 
ating buzz for the quirky, sometimes hilariously absurd, 
block of cartoons. 

Greg Heanue, a Cartoon Network executive in 
charge of marketing “Adult Swim,” explained the tactic 
as he weaved around 60 college students pouring into 


_ the network’s colorful Atlanta offices whefe many of the 


cartoons are written. 

“College towns aren’t'the biggest markets, but if you 
get kids talking about something there, you eventually 
get everybody,” Heanue said. “Take a town like 
Norman, Okla. Not a big market. But the whole state of 


Oklahoma goes through there. You seed the college 
towns, you get the whole state.” . 


- The students swarmed, slack-jawed, around the off- 
beat office _ foosball tables, life-size mascots of the 
“Aqua Teen” characters, employees slouching around in 
ripped jeans and black ‘T-shirts. 

They gathered on a few beat-up couches to hear car- 


toon creators talk about how they got started and

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“Tt is sooooo much fun,” said Barrett Darnell, a 20- 
year-old Washington State University student who’s 
starting his second year as an “Adult Swim” marketer. 
Last year he threw viewing parties and got some cartoon 
T-shirts thrown from the stage at a campus Cypress Hill 
concert. This year’s plans include a pub crawl and poster 
giveaways. “We give out so much free stuff. Everyone 
loves it.” 

Another returning marketer, University of Kentucky 
senior Shreenah Willis, went from trying to draw 
crowds to her Cartoon Network parties to fending off 
advances for more “Adult Swim” giveaways. 

“Everyone on campus knows I’m the “Adult Swim’ 
girl. It makes you pretty instantly popular,” Willis said. 

Guerrilla marketing at campuses isn’t new, but it’s 
worked especially well for Cartoon Network, said Sean 
Sheridan, a marketing expert for Philadelphia-based 
Campus Party Inc. Sheridan advises big companies how 
to sell to college students, although he’s never worked 
for Cartoon Network. | 

‘T’m not surprised they’ve done so well. Metterman 
and Leno, they’re funny, but come on, they’re old men,” 
he said. “Those shows, they’re sort of formulaic, remi- 
niscent of the old Johnny Carson show. And you’re not 
talking about a show like their parents watched. Those 
are shows just like their grandparents watched. 

Beyond working to spread buzz about “Adult 
Swim,’ the college marketers have helped the network’s 
ad salesmen, who are used to selling TV spots for toys 
and children’s breakfast cereals, not products geared 
toward young adults. . 

Last spring the network sent disposable cameras to 
all the college marketers and instructed them to take a 
list of 48 pictures: Take a picture of your freezer, your 
closet, the inside of your car’s trunk, stuff like that. 

What they got back was raw data they could use to 
take to advertisers interested in.a young demographic 
with photographic evidence of what products those con- 
sumers buy, eat and use. 

“It’s been a great learning tool for us,” Heanue said. 

Advertisers noticed, more young people started 
watching, and the night cartoon block is now the darling 
of the network. 

“We're sort of cresting right now,” said Dave Willis, 
a co-creator of “Aqua ‘Teen Hunger Force.” “Two years 
from now, they might be totally over us, we’ll be stupid. 
But right now, it’s a good time.” 

The students nodded. 

‘“[’m more and more shocked how many people 
know about ‘Adult Swim,’ said Jack Nelson, a 
University of Georgia senior studying economics who is 
in his second year as a Cartoon Network marketer. “‘At 
first it was a cult thing.

The top track and field athletes 
in the country have flocked to 
Sacramento State to compete in the 
U.S. Olympic Track & Field Trials 
July 9-18. 

Sac State is hosted the trials for 
the second consecutive time. In 
2000, more than 187,000 spectators 
filed through the gates at the Alex G. 
Spanos Sports Complex — making it 
the highest attended Olympic track 
and field trials in history. 

“I remember .being here four 
years ago when we came for the 
2000 trials,” Johnson said. “The pic- 
ture I remember in my head was 
arriving at the stadium in the car and 
then looking to the nght and seeing 
that the place was packed.” 

Johnson said there are many fac- 
tors why the athletes enjoy the mals 
at Sac State. | 

_ “Everything is organized, 
planned well and you just feel com- 
~fortable being here at Sac State for 


the Olympic Trials,” he said. “You 
also want to go to a place where you 
know you'll have a fan base.~You 
have a hotbed of track and field 
lovers in Northern California.” 

Two time Olympic gold medal- 
ist Gail Devers said Sacramento is 
always a great place to compete. 

“The fans are great, the facility is 
great and the weather is great,” the 
37-year-old said after finishing 
fourth in the 100-meter dash finals. 
‘To be honest, I wasn’t even sure if 
I was going to run at the trials, but I 
was like ‘ok, it’s Sacramento, it’s a 
great track and great experience, so 
I am coming back,” 

Maurice Greene, who won two 
medals in Athens, shared Devers’ 
sentiments. 

“Sacramento as a whole is a 
great, great city,” Greene said, “We 
love to come here and compete.” 

Sac State had two athletes 
attempting to make the U.S. team, 
Brandon Parker in the men’s long 
jump and Karmer Furr in the 
women’s triple jump, but both failed 
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to make it past the qualifying round. 
Parker finished last with a jump of 
6.85 meters and Furr’s jump of 38 
feet and one-quarter meters was last 
among athletes who recorded a 
Jump. | 

Despite the low finishes, Sac 
State Athletic Director Terry 
Wanless said it was really exciting 
to have two athletes compete at the 
trials. | 

“We sometimes focus only on 
winning the event, but I think the 
ability just to get here is a tremen- 
dous accomplishment,” Wanless 
said. “I think in both cases there’s a 
great sense of satisfaction. It’s cer- 
tainly a great credit to the track pro- 
gram at Sac State.” 

Sac State is scheduled to host at

This year we’re in good hands.” 

Gamst red shirted in her second 
year at Sac State and now enters her 
fifth year with the program and the 
first as the team’s number one setter 
after backing up Beauchene three of 
the last four years. 

“T tried to keep myself motivated 
the past four years, knowing that I 
wasn’t going to be the number one 
setter,” Gamst said. 

Senior outside hitter Sandra 
Bandimere, coming off a solid jun- 
ior year in which she was named 
second team all-Big Sky and to the 
Big Sky all-tournament team, will 
be the lone captain of this year’s 
squad, a role Bandimere says she’s 
eased into. 

“It was emphasized last year, my 
being a team leader so I’ve slowly 
gotten into that role,’ Bandimere 
said. 

Also among top returnees from

Lutes will be without her main 
ally in the back row last year for at 
least the time being with sophomore 
outside hitter Jennifer Ferguson 
sidelined with a bulging disc in her 
back, an injury Ferguson says she 
began to notice while training in the 
spring. 

“It’s different not to be out there 
playing at this point,” Ferguson said. 

Ferguson and Lutes helped the 
Hornets‘to their number one ranking 
among™Big Sky schools in digs 
(2260) ‘and digs per game (17.94) a 
year ago. 
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Red shirting Ferguson is a seri- 
ous option according to the coach- 
ing staff if treatment does not pro- 
duce results and she isn’t ready for 
conference competition which 
opens Sept. 25 at Northern Arizona. 

With Ferguson on the shelf, the 
door opens for a pair of transfers at 
the outside hitter position with soph- 
omore Atlee Hubbard, from the 
University of Rhode Island and sen- 
ior Jackie Coudert, from Cal State 
Stanislaus. 

““We’re concemed with Jenny 
Ferguson not being healthy; we may 
have to put someone else in the line- 
up that we weren’t thinking about 
before,” Colberg said. “That said, I 
have been really pleased with Atlee 
and Jackie so far, they’re doing a 
really nice job.” 
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Sac State returns a formidable 
duo at the middle hitter position as 
well, with sophomore Shannon Arts 
and senior Emily Wilson. 

““We have two seasoned veterans 
in the middle now,” Colberg said. 

Arts caught fire down the stretch 
for the Hornets in 2003 hitting .344 
in the final nine games of the season 
and .442 in the Big Sky tournament 
helping Sac State to its second con- 
secutive up-ending of tournament 
host Eastern Washington in the 
championship game. 

Wilson comes off of her first 
career all-Big Sky team, being 
named to the conferences honorable 
mention team after pacing the team 
with 1.21 blocks per game posting a 
.282 hitting percentage.

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NCAA denies Mike

And just like that, it ended as 
quickly as it began. 

Less than 48 hours after receiv- 
ing the proper paperwork, the 
NCAA denied reinstatement for for- 
mer USC wide receiver Mike 
Williams last Thursday, slamming 
the door shut on his collegiate 
career for good. 

‘I’m glad it’s over,’ Williams 
said Thursday in a statement. “I’m 
disappointed. I did everything asked 
of me.” 

The decision, which came much 
sooner than many expected, was 
handed down after nearly three 
months of waiting for USC and 
Williams. 

A US. District Court ruled in 
February that players less than three 
years removed from high school 
could apply for the NFL draft. The 
6-foot-5, 230-pound Williams con- 
sequently dropped out of school and 
announced his intentions to go to 
the NFL on Feb. 25. But after anoth- 
er court overturned that decision in 
May, shutting Williams out of the 
NFL draft, the All-American 
revealed in June he would attempt

FedEx Field in Landover, Md. 

“Tt was a very quick decision,” 
Carroll said. “It’s hard for me to 
understand how the NCAA can be 
so insensitive to wait this long when 
we’re an hour from getting on the 
plane.” 

Carroll, who said he feels “sick” 
for Williams right now, openly vent- 
ed Thursday after hearing word 
from the NCAA. 

“T could tell from the very begin- 
ning how hard (the NCAA was) 
going to make this,” Carroll said. 
“This isn’t the Wizard of Oz making 
these decisions, these are people. 
There’s a supposed tone of friendli- 
ness now, but that’s not the case 
here. I’m talking about the NCAA 
at (its) highest levels.” 

Although Carroll _ freely 
expressed his frustration toward the 
NCAA, fullback Brandon Hancock, 
who is out with a knee injury and 
did not travel with the team this 
weekend, said the Trojans will not 
allow the un-timeliness of the situa- 
tion or Williams’ absence to affect 
its play Saturday or the rest of the 
season. 

‘“(Carroll) assumes the worst is 
going to happen because if it does, 
and in this case it did, we’re already 
prepared to go.

The letter arrives. 

“Congratulations,” it reads. “You’ve been accepted 
California State University of Sacramento.” 

Once the dizzying euphoria passes, the student reads 
on to the fine print. The words “$160 per unit” jump 
from the page and, in addition to tuition, there’s money 
for books, supplies, parking fees — the list seems endless 
and insurmountable. 

After some quick math, the student realizes that pay- 
ing for classes with their tip money from waiting tables 
isn’t going to cut it unless they plan to graduate in 2075. 

The fees associated with college need not daunt stu- 
dents who aren’t blessed with’ Hilton-like fortunes. 
Financial aid is the key, and since the advent of the 
Internet, it’s easier than ever. 

The CSUS financial aid Web site, www.csus.edu/faid, 
has a plethora of options information, as well as the 
financial aid office located in Lassen Hall. 

The first step to getting funds is a Free Application for 


. Student Aid. Most financial aid, even if it’s not on the 


federal level, won’t be considered without this vital piece 
of information. The mantra of financial aid is always “the 
sooner, the better,” so those who are only now filling out 


their FAFSA are pretty low on the list for receiving 


money. Clemons indicated that much of the aid has 
already been awarded. Students still need to fill out the 


FAFSA though, as there is always a chance some aid is 


remaining. 

Once the FAFSA is completed, students will know 
exactly where they stand on the money chain. Heiresses 
and the like probably shouldn’t expect too much help 
from the government, but for those that do qualify, there 
are several options available on a grant basis, meaning 
the money doesn’t have to be repaid. The FAFSA can be 
completed quickly and easily online. 

Although students with questions may be tempted to 
call the financial aid office, Linda Clemons, a financial 
aid counselor, cautions that phone lines are extremely 
busy this time of year. She communicated with State 
Hornet staff via e-mail, and explained that with 22,550 
applicants to date, the phone systems are very busy. To 
alleviate some of the telephone traffic, Casperweb helps 
students find the status of their financial aid.either online 





or by phone.

Loans may sound like a 
dirty word, but student loans are sometimes inevitable. 
Clemons wrote that all students arej eligible for loans, 
even on a non-need basis. The cushy options on repay- 
ment may soften the blow, with eet low interest, 
3 percent interest rates.

tasted as though it came from a can. 

One of their more experimental 
dishes, Greek chicken and spaghetti 
with browned butter, Mizithra 
cheese, and tomato sauce proved to 
be more promising.

Shirtless hunks, a small fear of 
heights and several climbs up 40- 
foot walls add up to a great Friday 
evening at the Pipeworks Gym. On 
Friday nights Pipeworks has 
“Friday Night Frenzy” where for 
less than $20 a person can get all the 
supplies they need for a night of 
indoor rock climbing.

- From the clever advertising 
campaign to the cost-free product 
placement, it's clear that "Harold 
and Kumar Go to White Castle" 
isn't your average teen comedy. 

The trailers refer to the leads as 
"the Asian guy" and "the Indian 
guy” from their respective previous 
movies, so its apparent New Line 
Cinema is not banking on star 
power to sell this movie. What is 
being counted on, however, is the 
spot-on scripting and strong comic 
timing from both the leads. 

The premise of "Harold and 
Kumar" is simple: Two stoners in 
their post-college lives decide one 
night that the only cure for their 
craving is the delicious fast food to 
be found at White Castle. They 
embark on a journey to reach their

fast-food heaven, only to find trou- 
ble at every turn. 

Something impressive about the 
script is that it has a bit of something 
for everyone's comic taste. Whether 
your favorite comic actor is Bill 
Murray or Ben Stiller, it's not likely 
that you will walk away disappoint- 
ed from "White Castle."

MIAMI - Holding its festivities 
for the first time in the city of skin, 
Sunday’s MTV _ Video Music 
Awards was energetic and colorful 
_ yet tame, by MTV standards. 

There were .no wardrobe mal- 
functions (sorry TiVo). Britney did- 
n’t kiss Madonna _ or anyone else, 
for that matter. 

The most skin shown was from 
Usher, who preened in front of the 
camera barechested as simulated 
raindrops fell on his chiseled body 
during the opening performance. 

Even Christina Aguilera was 
classy, dressed sexy yet demurely as 
she debuted a jazzy number, “Tilt 
Ya Head” with rapper Nelly. And 
even the sometimes raunchy come- 
dian Dave Chappelle kept it rela- 
tively clean, despite teasing that he 
wouldn’t. 

“Tt’s the biggest mistake you 
made since Janet Jackson at the 
Super Bowl,” he joked, alluding to 
the MTV-produced Super Bowl 
halftime flesh show that created a 
firestorm earlier this year. 

There may have been plenty of 
sex appeal, but little shock appeal 
on hand, even though MTV was 
ready, using a several-second tape 
delay for the first time. (The audio 
delay, used for years, was in heavy 
use during, the hip-hop medley, 
which featured Lil Jon, Petey Pablo 
and Fat Joe.) 

Still, the awards gave broiling 
Miami even more sizzle Sunday 
night as MTV brought its annual 
party to the city for the first time in 
the awards’ 21-year history.

Perhaps the most surreal, and 
bizarre, performance came from the 
Polyphonic Spree, the twenty- 
something member rock choir that 
performed in multicolored, choir- 
like robes.

There was also an appearance by 
uber-twins Mary Kate and Ashley 
Olsen. Mary Kate, who recently 
was treated for an eating disorder, 
alluded to her ordeal before intro- 
ducing Jessica Simpson.“Thank 
you to everyone, you have been 
very supportive for the last couple 
of months,” said Mary Kate.
